A 60 year old Grayling man was arrested on 
Sunday, Feb. 12, at 2:00 a.m. and charged with 
assault with intent to murder, when he attemped 
to murder his ex-girifriend with a .44 caliber re- 
volver. The assault occurred in the lobby of the 
Chief Shoppenagon Motor Hotel, located at 103 
Michigan Ave., where both the suspect, John 
Bogaert, and the victim, Michelle Haskin, were 
employed. 

The victim, a 28 year-old Grayling woman, 
was slightly injured during the scuffle. The vic- 
tim allegedly stopped the murder attempt when 
she placed her hand between the gun's hammer 
and the firing pin, preventing the revolver's dis- 
charge. 

The suspect was apprehended in the lounge 
area of the hotel by the Grayling City Police, and 
is lodged in the Crawford County Jail on a 
$100,000 cash bond. 

The loaded .44 cal. revolver was confiscated

by the police and will be processed as evidence. 


Bogaert was arraigned in 88rd District Court 
Tuesday.

Museum Considered 
For Fish Hatchery 


Adding a Legends of the AuSable 
Museum at the Grayling Fish 
Hatchery site is part of a plan to es- 
tablish an AuSable River Conser- 
vancy. 

In ‘The Concept of an AuSable 
River Conservancy” report the 
Fish Hatchery Committee outlined 
its goals for preserving the ‘‘en- 
vironment and historical signifi- 
cance of the AuSable River’', while 
providing ‘‘educational, environ- 
mental and research opportuni- 
ties.”’ The conservancy will en- 
hance fishing, and also work to 
stimulate the local economy. 

Concept goals will be achteved by 
continuing and expanding existing 
programs such as the trout ponds, 
raceways, and environmental pro- 
grams, and the introduction of ad- 
ditional facilities at the fish hatch- 


ery to capture the history of the’ 


AuSable River, insure that the 
river remains ecologically sound 
for future generations, and provide 
educational opportunities. Educa- 
tion will be presented through con- 
servation education and ‘‘hands 
on’’ education by recreating re- 
gional crafts including riverboat 
and canoe construction, fly tying, 
fly rod construction, basket 
weaving, and other crafts relating 
to the area. 

A key area of the conservancy 
will be the development of a 
Legends of the AuSable Museum. 


This building will house memora- 
bilia of people who have had a sig- 


nificant impact on Crawford Coun- 
ty and the AuSable River. These in- 
dividuals would include persons 
such as Chief Shoppenagon, Ras- 
mus Hanson, Rube Babbitt, George 
Mason, and Fred Bear. Each dis- 
play would convey to the public the 
individual's contributions, and the 
era in which these contributions 
were made, from the 1800s _ to 
present time. 

Other objectives include pro- 
viding a home for the Canoe Racing 
Hall of Fame, and protecting the 30 
plus acres that will comprise the 
Grayling Fish Hatchery proper- 
ties, and insure their natural state. 

All expansion and activities will 
be housed in existing buildings, 
with no new construction being 
planned with the possible exception 
of expanding the parking facility. 
Montes for renovating and im- 
proving existing structures are to 
come from state and _ federal 
revenues. 

“The possibilities for develop- 
ment of the Grayling Fish Hatch- 
ery are limited only by our lack of 
vision,’’ said Robert Smock, Fish 
Hatchery Committee Chairman. 
“The first step is the completion of 
a master site plan to help us deter- 
mine what ideas and objectives can 
become a reality, and where the 
development should begin.”’ 

The Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners voted unanimously 

at their January 26th meeting to

Completion of the master site 
plan is expected by September

Smock said that the completed 
plan will solidify the planning 
process for the continued develop- 
ment of the fish hatchery property 
when the State of Michigan deeds 
the property to the County.

There's a student in one of my 
classes who talks far too much and 
at inappropriate times. I try all the 
usual management and discipli- 
nary measures I can think of. None 
works. Finally, in exasperation, I 
say sharply, ‘‘John, SHUT UP!!’’ 

My students are quick to counter. 
“Uh, hud, Mrs. Lemmen. One of 
your classroom rules is we can’t 
say shut up to each other. You 
shouldn't either.’’ I attempt the de- 
fense that I was pushed too far. 
They remain unmoved. Maybe I 
can justify my behavior to myself, 
but my students aren't buying it. 

I remind myself of the mother 
who virtuaily screams at her 
daughter, ‘‘How many times have I 
told you to stop yelling at your little 
brother?!7!’" And the father who 
swats his son hard, saying, ‘‘I don’t 
ever want to see you hit your sister 
again. Do you understand me???”’ 

Sure he understands. Dad can hit 
me, but I can’t hit my sister. The 
girl understands, too. Mom can yell 
at me, but I can’t yell at my broth- 
er. My students get the message. 
Mrs. Lemmen can break the rules 
she makes us follow. 

The message is: Do what I say, 
not what I do. And I've been think- 
ing a lot about this attitude in the 
wake of the Ted Bundy execution. 
One of the most horrid criminals 
our country has ever seen, Bundy 
was electrocuted on January 24 in 
Florida, a state which permits cap- 
ita] punishment. 

If anyone deserved to die, surely 
it must be Ted Bundy. But I'm won- 
dering about the validity of the ar- 
gument that someone deserves to 
die. And I’m wondering about a 
criminal justice system in which 
fellow humans get to determine 
who deserves to die. And I’m won- 
dering moat about this: If we say it 
is wrong to kill, then why do we kill 
people to punish them? 

I know there are many argu- 
ments in support of capital punish- 
ment. Vengeance is one. But I 
could understand vengeance more 


if one of the victim’s distraught 
parents were to have smuggled a 
gun into the courtroom in the hope 
of blasting Bundy away. I certainly 
don't think that vengeance is the 
province or the goal of the state. 

He deserved to die for his crimes 
is another argument. Maybe he 
did. Maybe he didn't. Who’s to say? 
Maybe killing him let him off too 
easy. Maybe he would have suffer- 
ed more had he been forced to live 
with the memory of his brutal 
crimes for the next forty or so 
years he otherwise might have 
lived. 

He killed. Now let him be killed, 
say some. True, they still do that 
sort of thing in some countries: 
You lie; your tongue is cut out. You 
steal; your hands are cut off. You 
rape, your private parts are re- 
moved. We in the civilized United 
States find that sort of justice 
rather primitive. You can keep 
your tongue, your hands, your 
etcetera. But if you offend us too 
horribly, we may take your life. 
That attitude and practice seems 
illogical at best, horribly brutal 
and uncivilized at worst. 


if he lives he'll just be a drain on 
the prison system. He'll cost us tax- 
payers more money than he's 
worth, say others, Boy, I dread the 
day that our lives are judged val- 
uable only if we contribute more to 
the state coffers than we receive. 
Again, who's to judge? 

There are parents out there who 
will never know for certain what 
happened to their daughters be- 
cause the man who probably killed 
them is now dead and can never tell 
them. Would you then argue that as 
a reason to keep him alive? 

Or maybe someday he would 
have written a great novel. Or 
mayhe he could have shed amazing 
insight on the sociopathic per- 
sonality. Or maybe he would have 
proposed astounding ideas for 
prison reform. Then should he have 
lived?

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Don't we ail draw the line of 
when it is OK to kill at different 
spots? Some of us believe that it is 
OK to kili in defense of another 
country’s government. Sometimes 
that government does not have to 
exemplify noble, democratic politi- 
cal principles, but simply be a 
friend of the United States. 

Others of us believe that it is OK 
to kill in defense of our own coun- 
try. Our property. Our home. Our 
family. Our friends. Our pets. Our- 
selves. 

Some believe that it is OK to mur- 
der the incorrigible dope dealer.

' ‘THE VERY EMOTIONAL ques- 
tion of raising the pay levels of the 
people who make our laws, admin- 
ister them, and interpret them has 
created quite a hue and cry this 
winter. 

In both Washington and Lansing, 
the voice of the wounded taxpayer 
has been heard rising in the fog. 
Hefty pay hikes for public officials 
are the reason. 

The increases for Michigan offi- 
cials crept into being without much 
protest. That’s because the size of 
the state increases paled in com- 
parison with those on the national 
level, 

Oh, there was some dissatisfac- 
tion. Legislators went up 7 percent, 
judges about 3.5 percent, and the 
governor 3.5 percent. The lieu- 
tenant governor’s job — whatever 
itis — got a 19 percent jump. 

The main objection seemed to be 
that state employees weren't in the 
same league. Their unions wanted 
6 percent, had to settle for about 3 
percent, because — they were told 
— the state couldn’t afford any 
more. 

The Lansing package ts for two 
years, with increases of another 3-6 
percent in 1990. 

Meanwhile, in Washington, law- 
makers were recommended to re- 
ceive a whopping 60 percent in- 
crease — from $89,500 to $135,000 a 
year. The president judges and 
other top administrative officials 
were lined up for pay hikes of simi- 
lar magnitude. 

That's where the citizen fire was 
focused. And properly so. 

But there are two or three ques- 
tions involved in this whole 
brouhaha which deserve attention. 


* * * 

ONE IS IN THE way the public 
pay levels are established. 

Independent, non-salaried, 
citizen commissions are establish- 
ed to look at how much public offi- 
cials are paid, and come up with 
recommendations. 

In Washington, this commission 
reports to the President, who then 
passes along his own package to 
the Congress. This time, former 
President Reagan bought the whole 
store. 

In Michigan, it's a bit different. A 
similar citizen commission sub- 
mits its findings directly to the 
Legislature. 

In both cases, the proposals come 
shortly after an election, so they 
are effectively eliminated from 
campaign debate, and often for- 
gotten by the next time around. 

In both cases, the lawmakers 
must turn down what is proposed, 
or it becomes law. The result is that 
usually the lawmakers (1) dodge 
voting directly on the issue, or (2) 
devise some method to go on record 
against the pay hike without ac- 
tually killing it; or (3) posture pub- 
licly that they are opposed to any 
sort of increase, or at least one the 
size recommended, all the while 
maneuvering to thwart any at- 
tempt to overturn the package, or 
(4) some variation or combination 
of che above. 

So, to constituents, the law- 
makers usually are safe to claim 
that they were not in favor of the 
pay raise, but they couldn't do any- 
thing about it. 

It’s a bad system. Lawmakers 
should be forced to set their own 
pay, and they should be forced to 
vote for it or against !t, publicly, 
each time it is considered.

Public pay hikes cause uproar 


The way it is now, they can hide 
behind manipulation and maneu- 
vering; and too often, that’s exact- 
ly what happens. 

* * * 

ANOTHER PROBLEM with the 
system is that too many unlike 
recommendations are packaged in 
the same proposal, and cannot be 
separated. 

What a judge is paid is not re- 
lated to what a governor or state 
legislator is worth. The President's 
pay should not be tied in with the 
compensation of a House member. 
But as it is, they are. 

If there are trouble spots in keep- 
ing federal judges in certain areas, 
that problem should be handied 
separately from how much the sen- 
ator from Nevada or Alaska ts 
paid. But it isn’t. Now it’s all part of 
the same package. 

In Michigan, the system is even 
more devious. Supreme court jus- 
tices are part of the same pay pack- 
age, along with the governor and 
legislators. These recommenda- 
tions cannot be changed, or 
separated; they must be adopted or 
rejected completely. In Michigan, 
they have never been rejected. 

But state law also ties in the pay 
of lower court judges throughout 
the state. Under the premise of the 
‘single court of justice’’ through- 
out the state — which is a sound 
concept overall, in my opinion — 
the pay of the probate judge in 
Presque Isle County depends upon 
what a citizens commission decides 
the governor should be paid. No 
way should they be connected. 

When you figure in the costs of 
pensions, and retired officials, and 
fringe benefits, and other ele- 
ments, the surface cost of the pay 
package, either federal or state, is 
only the tip of the tax-cost iceberg. 

* * * 

ANOTHER INSIDIOUS develop- 
ment is that more and more local 
jurisdictions are adopting the idea 
of outside citizens setting pay 
levels. 

In theory, it’s a good idea. In 
practice, it works to the disadvan- 
tage of the taxpayer and responsi- 
ble government. 

Usually these citizen commis- 
sions, at all levels, are stacked with 
a handful of do-gooders — fine citi- 
zens, perhaps, but usually a bit 
politically naive — who have the 
odd notion that in government you 
get what you pay for, and that high- 
er salaries mean better govern- 
ment. 

That may work outside state or 
federal government — although 
that’s doubtful, too, considering 
union contracts, and seniority pro- 
visions, and tenure, and what have 
you. But there’s no proof it works in 
state or federal government. 

These commissions also bear no 
responsibility to the ultimate per- 
son who pays the bill, and should be 
in charge — the taxpayer, and the 
voter. 

We're rapidly approaching the 
point where no elected public offi- 
cial will ever vote for or against 
pay increases, Instead, pay raises 
just are. 

The entire system of esiablishing 
pay levels for elected public offt- 
cials should be re-examined and 
changed back to one where the 
elected lawmakers once again 
must vote on the laws of public pay 
levels. 

We'll look at some other aspects 
of public pay levels in a future 
column.

Many leases have 1/8 
written in them as the 
royalty paid to land- 
owners. Remember, 
the State of Michigan 
in their leases get 1/6. 

Most of the leases 
presented to land- 
owners to sign today 
have a clause which 
States ‘‘that  land- 
owners shall pay for 
their share of the treat- 
ment or tr:..sportation 
charges for their 
minerals’’. That could 
be a very costly clause 
to leave in. At this 
point it should be men- 
tioned that the lease is 
negotiable. 

The same lease that 
people are being asked 
to sign probably limits 
the ‘‘royalty”’ to oil and 
gas. What about con- 
densate? Condensate 
is a dissolved natural 
gas Hquid that is in a 
gaseous state at the 
wellhead.

The Notch Effect 

Several local  rest- 
dents have contacted 
us recently about yet 
another mailing con- 
cerning their Social 
Security benefits. The 
latest is a large pack- 
age oi information 
from an organization 
(not the Social Secu- 


rity Administration) 
about the ‘Notch ef- 
fect.” 

This issue is re- 
ceiving a great deal of 
attention, but is also 
rnisunderstood fre- 
quently. 

The ‘'notch’’ is the 


differential in benefits 
that resulted when in 
1977, Congress correct- 
ed a defect in the old 
method of computing 
Social Security bene- 
fits that had been es- 
tablished by the 1972 
Social Security amend- 
ments. The defect was 
that the old method 
over-adjusted for wage 
increases and_ infla- 
tion, and could have 
allowed future bene- 
ficiaries to receive 
benefits that would 
have been higher than 
their pre-retirement 
earning. Under’ the 
1977 corrected  for- 
mula, benefits re- 
placed pre-retirement 
earnings at a predict- 
able rate, and future 
benefits were lowered 
to reflect the original 
intent of the law. 

The cutoff for people 
to receive the 1972 
method was for those 
born before 1917. A 
transitional period of 5 
years — those born 
1917 through 1921 — 
provided for a gradual 
reduction in the new 
benefit rates. 

Many people born af- 
ter 1916, who compare 
their own benefit to 
those payable under 
the flawed formula to

However, {t is Social 
Security’s view that no 
inequity has occurred 
with respect to the 
“Notch Babies” - peo- 
ple born after 1916.

People who get 
benefits under the old 
method are actually 
receiving benefits that 
are too high due to the 
flawed 1972 formula 
used to compute their 
benefits. 

This is a_ difficult 
issue, with no easy 
answers. To extend the 
unintended windfall 
that resulted from the 
1872 formula to even 
more groups of bene- 
ficilaries, would sert- 
ously drain the re- 
serves in the Soctal 
Security trust funds 
that are designed to 
pay benefits to future 
generations. The 
Social Security Admin- 
istration hopes to pro- 
tect the sound financial 
footing the program 
achieved as a result of 
the 1983 Amendments.
